How times and 
conditions changed in the lifetime of this man one may judge 
when il is stated that before the Civil War he was employed 
as a bookkeeper in a newspaper oflice at a salary of S5 a week. 
Later he went (o another paper in the same capacity at SS a 
week'. 
But young-Dunphy "hung to the binder," and 
h = 


course was steadily upward. He was industrious and paliei 
and kept pegging away until he rose, as before stated, to owi 
ership, and his career was altogether successful. He acquire 
a competence, but still remained in (he harness until his retire 
nie'nf a few years ago. He was widely known in newspape 
and other circles in Boston and was highly respected by a 
classes. He was fond of talking of (he conditions of Ihe earlie 
days, of the labor and Struggles which led lo his success, am 
none appreciated more than he (he striking changes fhat hav< 
taken place in Ihe newspaper business since he entered it as ; 
boy so many years ago. 
In spile of the busy life he led Mr 


Dunphy found time to ahttn (he work of many good causes t< 
which his assistance proved of large value. 


But the one outstanding feature of his career was his risi 


from the humblest beginning to prominence in his chosen fielc 
of endeavor and a material reward sufficient for any man. ' 
the full sense of the term his life was a success. 


And this is only one of thousands of instances equally strik- 


ing, 
not only in the newspaper world btif in all lines of en- 


deavor. There are railroad presidents who begun at Ihe very 
fool of (he ladder; merchant princes who first served Ihefr 
employers as bundle boys; there are successful ma'nufaclurcrs 
whose weekly pay when they entered Ihe mills would not now 
pay fhe lowesl paid employe his wages for one day. 


The day of opportunity has not passed. There is slill open 


to every American hoy and girl the road (o success along mul- 
tifarious lines, the only conditions being an average amount 
of natural ability and a willingness lo work. The changes of 
Ihc last half century have not taken from lliis country the right 
fo be known as fhe land of opportunity, but have made il mbr 
conspicuous in lhal respect than ever before.
